"WE  AIN'T  TRYIN  TO  HURT  NOBODY! "  In  connection  with  your 
President’s  efforts  to  get  elected  to  the  TAMS  Board  of  Directors,  a 
variety  of  Interesting  comments  have  been  received.  So  that  the 
matter  can  be  restated,  these  brief  comments  are  In  order.  Most  of 
the  ballots  have  already  been  cast  (deadline  -July  27,  1974)  so  If 
I  am  elected  -  flnel  I  will  work  for  the  betterment  of  all  token  and 
medal  collectors  and  offer  some  suggestions  that  I  hope  the  other 
Board  members  and  general  membership  will  approvel  If  I  am  not 
elected,  I  will  still  be  a  TAMS  member  and  a  token  collector... 

It  Is  my  sincere  belief  that  token  collectors  (or  medal)  primarily  should  be  heading  the  group  and 
not  other  persons  who  might  be  using  the  organization  for  advancement  In  another  organization. 

I  expressed  the  opinion  that  all  officers  should  certainly  attend  the  Board  and  the  General  mem¬ 
bership  meetings  of  TAMS.  If  they  are  too  busy  with  other  organizations,  then  they  should  resign 
the  TAMS  offlcesl  At  the  last  meeting  In  Boston,  several  officers  were  too  busy  to  attend  the 
TAMS  meeting.
